It should be noted that the latest expenditure figures for per- 
sonal service shown in table I of this report are for the month of 
April 1953 and that they are compared with personal service 
expenditure figures for the month of March 1953, whereas 
the latest employment figures covered in this report are for the 
month of May 1953 and are compared with the month of April 
1953. This lag in personal service expenditure figures is neces- 
sary in order that actual expenditures may be reported.

Tables II, III, and IV break down the above employment figures 
to show the number inside continental United States, outside conti- 
nental United States, and the number in the so-called industrial cate- 
gories. This further breakdown in tables II, III, and IV does not 
include pay figures because payroll reports submitted to the com- 
mittee by some agencies are inadequate for this purpose. 


INSIDE CONTINENTAL UNITED STATES 
(See table IT, p. 7) 


Federal personnel within the United States decreased 22,439 from 
the April total of 2,320,396 to the May total of 2,297,957. 

Exclusive of the Department of Defense there was a decrease of 
2,207 from the April figure of 1,159,641 to the May figure of 1,157,434. 

Total civilian employment within the United States for the Depart- 
ment of Defense for May was 1,140,523, a decrease of 20,232 from the 
April figure of 1,160,755. 

The Office of the Secretary of Defense decreased 98 from the April 
figure of 2,162 to the May figure of 2,064. 

The Department of the Army civilian personnel within the United 
States decreased 10,151 from the April figure of 463,224 to the May 
figure of 453,073. 

The Department of the Air Force civilian personnel within the 
United States decreased 3,640 from the April figure of 269,002 to the 
May figure of 265,362. 

The Department of the Navy civilian personnel within the United 
States decreased 6,343 from the April figure of 426,367 to the May 
figure of 420,024. 


OUTSIDE CONTINENTAL UNITED STATES 
(See table III, p. 9) 


Outside continental United States Federal personnel decreased 
1,370 from the April total of 182,376 to the May total of 181,006. 

A decrease of 201 was reported by the departments and agencies 
other than the Department of Defense from the April total of 62,015 
to the May total of 61,814. 

Total civilian employment outside continental United States for 
the Department of Defense decreased 1,169 from the April figure of 
120,361 to the May figure of 119,192. 

The Office of the Secretary of Defense reported 49 employees out- 
side continental United States, a decrease of 3. 

The Department of the Army reported an increase of 321 in over- 
seas civilian emplovment from the April figure of 51,693 to the May 
figure of 52,014. 

The Department of the Air Force reported a decrease of 471 in 
overseas civilian employment from the April figure of 36,175_to the 
May figure of 35,704. 

The Department of the Navy reported a decrease of 1,016 in over- 
seas civilian employment from the April figure of 32,441 to the May 
figure of 31,425. 
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INDUSTRIAL EMPLOYEES 
(See table IV, p. 10) 


Total industrial employment during May 1953 decreased 15,332 
from the April total of 779,002 to the May total of 763,670. 

Industrial employment in the departments and agencies other than 
the Department of Defense increased 75 from the April figure of 27,160 
to the May figure of 27,325. 

The Department of Defense decreased its total industrial employ- 
ment by 15,407 from the April figure of 751,842 to the May figure of 
736,435. 

The Department of the Army reported a decrease of 6,181 from the 
April figure of 268,352 to the May figure of 262,171. Inside conti- 
nental United States Army industrial employment decreased 6,599, 
and outside continental United States Army industrial employment 
increased 418. 

The Department of the Air Force reported a decrease of 3,413 from 
the April figure of 176,647 to the May figure of 173,234. Inside 
continental United States Air Force industrial employment decreased 
3,078, and outside continental United States Air Force industrial 
employment decreased 335. 

The Department of the Navy reported a decrease of 5,813 from the 
April figure of 306,843 to the May figure of 301,030. Inside conti- 
nental United States Navy industrial employment decreased 4,961 
and outside continental United States Navy industrial employment 
decreased 852. 

The term “industrial employees” as used by the committee refers 
to unskilled, semiskilled, skilled, and supervisory employees paid 
by the Federal Government who are working on construction projects, 
such as airfields and roads and in shipyards and arsenals. It does 
not include maintenance and custodial employees. 


MUTUAL DEFENSE ASSISTANCE PROGRAM

and IV who are assigned to the Mutual Defense Assistance Program 
by the State Department, Mutual Security Agency, and the com- 
ponent units of the Department of Defense together with their pay.
